Not a little business was transact- 


ed at the special meeting of the city 
council last evening before the all-im- 


portant question of telephone systems

CHESTER KEMP 
TELLS OF ’FRISCO 


Was in the Ill-Fated City When it| Permits Issued to Date Show that 
there is no Let Up in Activity 


in this City.

$300,000 MARK 


Was Destroyed by Earthquake 
and Fire 


There is no let up in the building 
activity of Edmonton. The total up to 
date is almost a thirfl of a wmillion and 


Chester Kemp arrived home from the 
south last night and brings a wonder- 
ful and terrible tale of his experi- 
ences in the San Francisco earthquake. 
He arrived in ‘Frisco from Los Ange- 
les on his way home to Edmonton on 
Tuesday evening and stayed there un- 
til Saturday, during which time he was 
an eye-witness to the destruction of 


the beautiful city. 
Mr. Kemp says: “I saw the Toronto 
fire, when ten million dollars’ worth 


of damage was done, but it was only 
a little bonfire compared to what I saw 
in ’Frisco. I arrived in San Fran- 
cisco rather late on Tuesday evening 
from Los Angeles and went straight 
to the house where I usually boarded. 
on Hyde street, and went to bed. I 
knew all the boys there and when I 
was wakened up by the bed‘ shaking 
I thought they were playing a joke 
on me. Then the chimney fell through 
the roof and I did not stay inside. 
When I got into the street it was 
crowded with people running around in 
their night clothes. Everybody was 
frightened. I went, back into the house 
with some of the boys and we got our 
clothes and ‘hiked’ off down town to 
see what had happened. Fires started 
in the frame buildings around where 
I was boarding almost immediately, and 
down town some of the big buildings 
were blazing before we got there. I 
saw some terrible sights. Right oppo- 
site the Flood building I pruw,a soldier 
shoot a man who was being roasted to 
death. He was pinned down and the 
rescuers could not get him out before 
the fire drove them off. He begged a 
policeman to shoot him and relieve 
him of his agony. The policeman 
would not do it. Then a soldier with 
a rifle came and he begged the soldier 
to shoot him. The soldier went to see 
his euperior officer, who ordered the 
man ghot at once. The soldier shot and 
the crowd turned away. It was a ter- 
rible s'ght. Up at @ place near the 
city hall I saw another man killed by 
a goidier. He cut a dead woman's ear 
off to get the ear ring. The soldier 
saw. him and clubbed him on the head 
with a rifle, . killing him instantly. I 
did not see the incident at the mint, 
where all the men were shot.
